The folder left New York on Friday, August 20th, and 
the installation was completed on Thursday, August 26th. 


The folder was in actual operation in 30 hours after un- 


loading at the Rotogravure plant.

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How Credit Unions Boost Morale 
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Even the smallest plants are finding credit unions a valuable aid to better 


employee relations. Here are examples that show what a credit union can do 


% Ask any manager of a printing plant 
that has a credit union whether or not it is 
a worthwhile employee relations tool, and 
the answer is invariably: “It’s one of the 
best.” 

The reasons are many. First, a credit 
union can be successful in almost any size 
printing plant. All you need to start in 
most states are seven signatures (in no 
state more than 20) to petition for or- 
ganization, and $50 worth of shares puts 
you in a position to make loans. Employ- 
ees operate the credit union under credit 
union laws 


Many Have Few Members 


Most credit unions start small. For 
example, the Quality Press, Salt Lake City, 
has only 23 members, while the Lewis 
Printing Employees Credit Union in Jack- 
sonville, Florida, has 40 members. After 
one year of operation the credit union at 
Joe Daley and Sons, Los Angeles, has a 
membership of 41. One printer’s credit 
union in St. Paul has 55 members, while 
another in the same city has 71. In Wheat- 
on, Illinois, 60 members make up the 
credit union organization, and in Apple 
ton, Wisconsin, and New York City there 
are printer credit unions with a member 
ship of 63 each. Going up to Winnipeg, 
Canada, there are 91 members in the Pub 
lic Press Employees’ Credit Union Society 
Limited, and over in Spokane, Washing 
ton, and in Galesburg, Illinois, 93 each

Second, the credit union is a business 
activity, organized by a group of people 
within a specific industry to serve each 
other. As such, it puts a lot of people in 
business who never were in business be- 
fore. Harold Braun of Fetter Printing 
Company, Louisville, tells about an an- 
nual meeting at the credit union in his 
plant. “The members found that there was 
a whale of a lot of work in keeping books. 
When the bank examiner came in, they 
did a lot of sweating because they were 
out 19 cents. I think it has been the best 
business experience these people have 
ever had. They do their own bookkeeping, 
and all we do is to give them a check each 
payday for the amount we withhold from 
the paychecks as indicated in a withhold- 
ing statement.” ( Most credit unions oper 
ate without benefit of payroll deductions 
Many credit union leaders feel that this 
makes the soundest organization. ) 

Third, the credit union encourages 
regular savings. For the average wage 
earner, even one who gets a relatively 
high salary, the main advantage of regu 
lar savings is that they provide a backlog 
for necessary or unanticipated expenses 
Alfred B. Geiger, president and general 
manager of the W. F. Hall Printing Com 
pany, Chicago, said in an editorial in the 
house magazine that “a credit union pro 
vides an easy and automatic way to dé 
velop the habit of savings. It encourages 
thrift. I believe thrift is the most impor 
tant foundation stone in the success of the 
individual, the family, a company, or a 
nation. Thrift is the opposite of waste and 
extravagance. When we eliminate those 
twin evils, we become thrifty. As we be 
come thrifty, we thrive and grow. Let’s 
use our credit union to develop the habit 
of thrift. And then let’s carry this habit 
into our entire life—our family life and 
our business life. Let’s eliminate wast 
and extravagance at home and at work 
Then we will thrive and grow

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These savings have benefited not only 
credit union members but the printing 
companies as well. R. D. Zevin, president 
of the World Publishing Company, Cleve 
land, whose employees’ credit union has 
194 members, said, Since the credit union 
was organized, the company has never 
been asked to dole out any loans or ad- 
vances, no one’s salary has ever been gar 
nisheed, no one has ever been fired for 
being in debt. Many hundreds have been 
made happier. To me, credit unionism is 
a way of life. It is a step in the direction to 
which all mankind is groping, however 
blindly and slowly. The spirit of codper- 
ation which prevails throughout the credit 
union movement is precisely the sort of 
thing that is needed 

Credit unions ¢liminate the nuisance 
type of borrowing which most printing 
managements have to face. W. R. Trevett 
of Cooper and Beatty, Ltd., Toronto, re 
ports that in his plant the credit union has 
eliminated the constant borrowing out of 
the petty cash account every week. Mr 
Garrard has also been enthusiastic about 
this phase of the credit union. “It is won

Low Interest Rate for Loans 


Another advantage is that “‘credit 
unions are dedicated to the destruction of 
an economic evil—usury. Loan sharks 
charge astronomical rates and have preyed 
on wage earners since the beginning of 
time. Some lenders openly advertise costs 
as high as 42 per cent per annum.” This 
is far different from the low interest rate 
of one per cent usually charged by credit 
unions 

In one case, an employee bought a 
number of items on credit from several 
stores. The stores sold the man’s contracts 


to a finance company. When he learned 

































this, he got a loan from the credit union 
and paid off the bills at a savings in inter 
est charges and at lower payments than 
those he would have had to make to the 
finance company 

Shareholders find it more profitable to 
borrow than to withdraw some of their 
savings when they need money for special 
items. Mr. Garrard mentions that “many 
of the people at the Twin City Printing 
Company have substantial money invest 
ed in the credit union. When they need 
money for some unusual expenditure 
which does not fit into their budget, they 
may borrow $200 from the credit union 
even though they have $800 or $900 in 
shares. They do this because the interest 
rate they pay is so much lower than what 
they receive in cividends, that it is to 
their advantage to leave the shares intact 

On this basis, shares are used as col 
lateral, thus minimizing any red tape in 
getting the loan through. And loans are 
thus granted to take care of delinquent 
bills, repair jobs on automobiles, cloth 
ing, vacations, Christmas and other holi- 
day expenses, anniversary gifts, furniture, 
funerals, marriages, fuel, remodeling, 
medical bills such as those for the dentist, 
doctor, hospital and medicine, traffic tick- 
ets, licenses, lawyer’s fees, taxes, and tui- 


tion for school courses. 


No Competition With Banks 


Apparently there is no duplication of 
effort in so far as local banks are con- 
cerned. The credit union does a special 
service in the field of small character 
loans. When Mr. Braun went to a local 
bank, the people there told him they, too, 
had a credit union. It was the bank’s 
policy that its employees could not bor- 
row from the bank they work for. So they 
would not have to go to somebody else 
and borrow money, the bank employees 
formed their own credit union. Ray Vick- 
er, staff reporter of the Wall Street Jour 
nal, published an article on December 23, 
1953, telling of many other banks that 
have employee credit unions. A reprint 
of the article can be obtained from the 
Credit Union National Association (CU 
NA) in Madison, Wisconsin. 

Credit unions operate rather uniformly. 
CUNA has been organized to help form 
credit unions and to offer many valuable 
services to members. According to CU- 
NA, organization of a credit union is pos- 
sible practically everywhere since there 
are credit union laws in 44 states and the 
District of Columbia, as well as a Federal 
credit union law. Incidentally, according 
to Peter Edson, in his Washington Note 
book, “probably the only agency in the 
government which is asking for no ap- 
propriation for the next fiscal year is the 
Bureau of Federal Credit Unions in the 
Social Security Administration.” 

Much of the work of a credit union is 
done on a voluntary basis. A salary, often 


nominal, is usually paid to the treasurer, 
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The 
number of full-time employees. Credit 


however larger credit unions have a 
unions operate through a board of direc- 
tors, a credit committee, and a supervisory 
committee chosen from the membership 
in elections. A president, vice-president, 
treasurer, and clerk are usually selected 
from the board by the board members. 
Under some state laws, the committees 
are also chosen by and from the board of 
directors. Directors choose the bank where 
the money is to be deposited. All money- 
handling officers and employees are bond- 
ed. All loans are passed on by the credit 
committee. Sometimes the committee 
meets once a week, although it may meet 
more or less frequently depending upon 
the size of the credit union and the num- 
ber of loan applications. It meets on short 
notice to handle emergencies. The super 
visory committee checks the books every 
three or six months. Credit unions are 
examined annually just like the banks, 
and annual reports are made to the State 
or Federal supervisory department 
Credit union funds are protected not 
only through the watchful eyes of the 
supervisory committee and government 
examiners, but also through reserves 
which are set aside annually to cover un 
collectible loans. Also, through member- 
ship in CUNA, members obtain mutual 
services such as loan protection, life sav- 
ings insurance, and individual life insur 
ance as well as a special surety bond pro- 
gram. CUNA has field representatives 
who help credit union leagues in the mat- 
ter of setting up automobile insurance 
programs and retirement savings fund 


plans 


Employees Handle All Details 


Other than providing office space and 
sometimes making payroll deductions for 
shares, the average printing company 
management has little to do with the 
operation of the credit union. It is em 
ployee-operated, and the promotion is 
handled through the membership. Not so 
long ago, the Kable Printing Company 
credit union, Mount Morris, Illinois, of- 
fered its members credit union banks 
(made from cream containers) to accumu- 
late small change at home for the purpose 








Credit unions operate rather uniformly. Large or small, all loans must be approved by the credit 


committees. However, even in as large an operation as the credit union at W. F. Hall, the credit 


committee finds that it can review and pass on all loan applications by meeting only twice each week 


of buying credit union shares. The idea is 
especially appealing to youngsters in the 
family. The Kable Credit Union was re 
organized in 1941 and has now reached 
a membership of 1,003 with shares of 
$378,018.89 

There is a permanency about credit 
unions in printing plants. For example, 
the credit union at the Augsburg Publish 
ing House, Minneapolis, has been operat 
ing 25 years, and at the close of July, 
1954, it had 104 members. The Capper 
Publications credit union in Topeka has 
been operating 23 years. It issues a bulle 
tin for its members to keep them inform 
ed on local progress and promotion ideas 
Recently, it paid tribute to a member who 
had been a foreman of the stereotyping 
department since 1905. The man had 
been a director of the credit union since 
its organization in 1931. The Capper 
membership totals 277 with shares of 
$54,612 

The Rein Company credit union in 
Houston, Texas, issues a printed booklet 
to its employees and their families about 
membership. For the past several years, a 
5 per cent dividend has been paid. Oper- 
ating since April, 1950, the credit union 
now has 132 members, with shares of 
$61,960 

New credit unions are continually be 
ing organized in printing plants. The ex 
perience of those who have had them for 
a number of years provides the impetus, 
and the helpfulness of organizations like 
CUNA makes the starting easy.

Check Your Fire Liability 


If you Operate your printing plant on 
leased premises you have certain potential 
liabilities from fire damage against which 
you should protect yourself. Fire insur 
ance companies have the legal right to 
obtain reimbursement from third parties 
responsible for fire loss. More and more 
insurance firms are exercising their legal 
prerogatives in this matter. If you lease, 
without express protection to the contrary, 
a fire loss would result in the owner being 
paid by the insurance company who in 
turn could then sue you. The presence or 
absence of direct or contributory negli 
gence on your part would, of course, bear 
heavily upon their possibility of recovery

Think Twice Before You Specialize 


There’s profit in specialization, but there are pitfalls, too. Before you 


take the step, consider your ability to perform as a specialist in printing 


medicine, 


& In the professional fields 
science, engineering, education—the 
value of specialization has already been 
proved. In fact, specialization is empha 
sized during the training periods in these 
fields. Why is specialization so valuable? 
Because the professional specialist re 
stricts himself, by his own choice, to that 
field in which he considers he can render 
the best service. He recognizes that his 
self-imposed restriction is an incentive to 
progress—a challenge, not a handicap 
for it allows him to concentrate his crea 
tive cnerpy 

During the past decade or two we have 
seen a similar situation developing in the 
printing field, as well as in the graphic 
arts generally. Although printing firms 
remain preponderantly unspecialized, 
more and more companies have been re 
stricting themselves to certain types of 
work—business forms, periodicals, adver 
tising displays—and many printing busi 
nesses have been formed in the last few 
years specifically to do one or a few spe 
cial yobs. The buying public, for the most 
part, is unaware of the fact that not every 
printer is equally capable—from the 
standpoints of experience and plant fa 
cilities—of producing every type of 
printed product or performing every 
printing process. In his own interest, 
every printer should see that his custom 
ers and potential customers are aware not 
only of his capabilities but of his limita 


tions as well 


Two Types of Specialists Exist 


Broadly speaking, there are two classi 
fications of specialization that may be ap 
plied to the printing field today. These 
are specialization of process and special 
ization of product A close look at the first 
of these two classifications may enable us 
to interpret better the growing trend to 
ward specialization in our industry 

Before deciding to specialize in any 
printing process, a printer should consid 
er it of primary importance to survey his 
ability to perform as a specialist, either 
with his existing equipment or with new 
equipment that he thinks would be most 
profitable for his contemplated operation 
In making his decision, he will find valu 
able guidance in the experiences of other 
printers who have also taken the step to 
ward specialization 

It is not our intention here to concen 
trate on any particular printing process, 
but we know, as does every printer, that 
the type of printing process 1s often an 
important factor to the buyer of printing

As competition increases, many print 
ers become reluctant to refuse work for 
which their plants are not equipped. Of 
ten, they accept orders that they cannot 
produce profitably, failing to realize that

customer —can be one of the most effec- 
tive ways of earning respect of a customer 

A printer of our acquaintance recently 
refused a large catalog order from one 
of his best customers. The job involved 
a long, two-color run that could only be 
handled economically on large press 
equipment, and there was also some spe- 
cial bindery work that this printer would 
have to do by hand. He knew that one of 
his competitors had the equipment and 
the personnel to do the job not only bet- 


ter but at less cost to the customer, and 
he suggested that his customer submit the 
job to the competitor. The result was a 
first-rate job, and the printer is on even 
better terms with the buyer than before, 
because the buyer realizes that his own 
interests are considered whenever he of- 
fers a new job. 


Gather and Analyze Work Data 


If a printer does decide to specialize in 
some type of work that requires special 
equipment, he should gather and analyze 
as much working data as he can find. 
W hat equipment to acquire, where to buy 
it, how to train personnel, are all factors 
of paramount importance that should be 
considered before the investment is made, 
not afterward. No printer should decide 
to specialize in any process unless he is 
aware of all the known facts about that 
process, and he should make his final de- 
cision only after careful consideration. 

Before leaving the subject of special- 
ized processes, we should mention certain 
groups within the graphic arts industry 
that stand as excellent examples of the 
advantages of specialization. These are the 
trade process houses—engravers, electro- 
typers, trade composition firms, and bind-

It is essential that bearers 
he maintained accurately to the exact 
height specified by the manufacturer if 
a correct travel line is to be maintained 
Bearers damaged by dirt and carelessness 
can destroy the impression accuracy of a 
press to the extent that no kind of make 
read) can overconik the de fects 
Improper contact between cylinder 


and bed bearers, due to worn impression 
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eccentrics Or improper adjustment of im 


pression pull-down. Arbitrarily pulling 
the cylinder down tighter to the bed 
bearers serves no good purpose in cor 
recting defects caused by wear and im 
proper maintenance. The adjustment of 
impression contact between the cylinder 
and the bed is very critical and should 
never be attempted until after the defects 
in frames, tracks, and bearers have been 
properly corrected. Where such impres 
sion detects are present, the first step is 
a thorough overhaul by an expert press 
mechanic. After that, a disciplined pro 
gram of maintenance, inspection, and ad 


justment must be maintained 


4. Bed and cylinder surfaces damaged 
by dropped tools and other accidents 
Defects in the cylinder and bed surfaces 
such as dent craters, gouges, etc., must 
be removed by a mechanic who knows 
how to repair them without destroying 
the levelness of the surrounding surface. 


Accidents such as “smash-ups” often 


add permanent deflection to some con 
fined area of the cylinder. Such deflec 
tions can usually be overcome by adding 
a permanent correction overlay next to 
the cylinder. This overlay is developed 
by using the precision test block method 
of press correction which has been em- 
ployed very successfully for many years 
Precision test blocks are available on 
either a rental or purchase basis. Their 
use should be an established part of any 


press maintenance program 
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A hard packing (as described later in 
this article) must be used. This packing 
should be adjusted to get a “kiss” im 
pression on .002-inch S&SC stock. The 
form of test blocks is then placed on the 
bed and locked just snug enough to 
permit the blocks to lie solidly on the 
bed. Plane the form carefully. A soft 
halftone ink is satisfactory. Be sure the 
ink is distributing evenly before pulling 
the proofs. Then select stock of varying 
thicknesses—.002, .003, .004—and run 
successive proofs. 

By running proofs on these various 
thicknesses of stock, the contours of the 
deflection are clearly outlined in steps 
so that an accurate correction overlay can 
be made. This overlay is hung in the 
permanent packing next to the cvlinder 

The important things about any main- 
tenance program are that it must be car 
ried through on a regular schedule and 
that the work must be done by mechanics 
who know how to measure and adjust to 
close tolerances. Maintenance is more 
than just a daily oiling program. A good 
program will include inspection and ad 
justment of the type of defects discussed 
above at least once every 1,000 hours. 

Putting precision forms on the press 
is a simple operation, but it must be 
done carefully. Paper lines, dead lines, 
etc., are scribed on the chases, and the 
forms are accurately positioned to these 
reference points. The method of getting 
position on the press consists of match 
ing the dead line on the chase to the 
dead line on the press, centering the 
chase on the bed, and squaring the drop 
guides to the standard gripper bite estab 
lished for the press. 


Press Lockup Is Simplified 

Thus the procedure for putting the 
form on the press becomes a simple, 
positive operation as follows 

1. Place the form on the bed and 
loosen the quoins. Match the dead lines 
and center the chase. Plug the chase at 
both sides and then tighten the clamps 
snugly so that the chase is snug to the 
bed and in exact position. 

2. Snug up the quoins and plane the 
form carefully. Then draw up the quoins 
just tight enough to hold the form snug 
ly and so that the form is seated solidly 
on the bed 

3. Square the drop guides for the 
standard gripper bite and set the side 
guide to center the form on the sheet. 

4. Adjust the fountain and rollers and 
work up ink distribution for running. 

5. Proceed with whatever spot over 
lay may be required. 

Printing pressure varies in degree 
from zero contact for an isolated dot or 
hairline up to several hundred pounds 
for a solid. It is unmeasurable in any 
specific instance. The only method we 
have of arriving at the pressure required 
is the lineal measurement of height ex 


pressed in thousandths of an inch and 
achieved by adding overlay in the pack 
ing to develop the varying pressures 
required. The pressure requirement 
changes with the slightest change in the 
nature of the stock being printed, the 
viscosity of the ink and its affinity for the 
paper, and the solidity or openness of 
the form image 

The preparatory work required to pro 
duce the proper transfer of the image 
depends first upon the mechanical ac 
curacy maintained both in the form and 
in the press, and second, on the packing 
and the adjustment of impression pres 
sures in the packing. The nature of the 
packing is most important. Because, with 
rigid precision forms, we are working to 
close tolerances in measurement, a hard 
packing is essential to good results. 

The hard packing is made up entirely 
of tympan, the .006-inch thickness being 
preferred. Five of these sheets, including

The remaining sheets 
placed in the lower or permanent pack 
ing. Tissue or folio is then used to bring 
the packing to the correct thickness for 
the stock being printed. The packing 
must be carefully adjusted to give the 
light impression required over the light 
areas of the form. Any additional ad 
justment is made by spot overlay to de 
velop what pressure may be required 
over the heavy areas 

The hard packing is both resilient and 
compressible within a definite range. It 
is resilient to a degree which permits it 
to deliver full printing pressure at a 
minimum compression of .003, That 
means that full printing pressure over 
the heaviest areas in the form may be 
developed with a maximum of only .004 
of spot overlay. Because of this narrow 
range of resiliency and compressibility, 
the hard packing will stand up under 
much longer runs without a breakdown 
of impression or without excessive weat 
on the type and plates 

Rigid metal-mounted plates are ex 
tremely sensitive to hard packing im 
pression. A perfect transfer of image 
occurs with only a minimum of flat spot 
ing. There need never be more than 
003-inch of spot overlay in the packing 
to attain perfect impression from the 
zero contact for an isolated dot to the 
maximum pressure required for a larg

Only ‘Final Spotting’ Necessary 

The combination of rigid precision 
forms and hard packing impression re 
duces the makeready process to what we 
now call “final spotting.” As stated in 
the article on rigid plate mounting, the 
amount of spotting required can be fut 
ther reduced by varying the heights of 
certain types of plates. Standard heights 
for screen or solid tints and halftones 
can be established according to size. For

instance, plates up to 1. 
should be maintained at .918-inch. Plates 
up to 100 square inches can be standard 
ized at .919 and larger plates at .920 
The maximum height should not exceed

Carbon Transfer Also Efficient 

An alternate method which these pr 
cision practices make extremely efficient 
is the dry method of makeready which 
uses a carbon transfer. In this method, a 


preliminary spotting for bear-off is made 


before inking up the press. A light 


weight one-time carbon is used. The car 
bon is placed face down on the fifth 
manila of the packing. An impression is 
obtained | running several sheets of 


the stock to be printed. The carbon 
image thus obtained distinctly outlines 
the bear-off areas so that these areas may 
be spotted up with makeready tissue. The 
packing is then closed again, and the 
inking is adjusted. This method is very 
efficient, and frequently the job may be 
run without further spotting 

All of the procedures involved spell 
out savings in hours and money, or in 
creased production and greatly improved 
quality 

It is an Observable fact that the letter 
press industry has problems that can be 
solved only through improved mechan 
ics. Whether we call it premakeready, 
pre-press, makeready reduction or any 
thing similar makes little difference 
Basically, it is a matter of good mechan 
ics. We don’t contend that the approach 
outlined in this series is the ultimat 
solution. However, we have pointed the 
way to the ultimate solution of the ma 
jor problems of economical production 
Wide vistas open to further improve 
ment in equipment and | rocedures 

le is certain that letterpress prinung 
is, and will remain, very much in the 
picture among the major processes. The 
volume of printing being done on flat 
bed presses is tremendous. The possi 
bilities for improved profits also will be 
tremendous when printers recognize the 
ethcient methods available to them and 
p to use the knowledge, tools, equip 
ment, and procedures required for profit 
able and competitive Operation

This means you 
have an easy way to protect your em 


ployees against a falling market 


Here’s how you can work it 


You peg 


the option price at a percentage (not 


less than 85 per cent) of the value of 


the stock during a six-month period or 
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some shorter period within that six 
months. The six-month period has to in 
clude the day on which the option is 
exercised. If the stock declines between 
the time the option is granted and the 
time the employee exercises it, he is fully 
protected against the drop. (Under a 
fixed option, he would have had to pay 
a specified dollar amount—amounting to 
at least 85 per cent of the market valuc 
of the stock at the time the option was 
granted—regardless of what happened 
to the market price afterwards. The only 
requirement for the variable price option 
is that the employee would have had to 
pay at least 85 per cent of the stock’s 
market value at the time of granting if 
he had exercised it then. ) 

It might be a good idea to give your 
employees two stock options now. One 
would be for a fixed dollar amount. The 
other would be a variable price opuon 
If the price of the stock goes up, the 
employee exercises the option with the 
fixed price. If the market value goes 
down, he exercises the variable price 
option. Either way, he gets the stock at 
the lowest possible price 

Meals and Lodging Not Included as 
Income. The new law liberalizes the 
rules about board and lodging as in 
come. An employee has no taxed in 
come if he gets them where he works 
provided they are given to him for the 
convenience of the employer. It makes 
no difference whether you intend the 
meals or lodging as part of the pay to 
workers. The only condition is that they 
are furnished on the premises, and that 
workers have to take them as a condition 


of employment 


Outside Salesmen Also Benefit 
Salesmen's Expenses—Transportation 
Costs. The law now allows for the de- 
duction from gross income of local trans 
portation costs and the business expenses 
of outside salesmen. It used to be that 
employees had to give up the standard 
deduction to get many of these expenses 
Or, if they used the standard deduction, 
they lost the actual expense items. 

With the new changes you may want 
to think about giving definite authoriza- 
tions to your employees to make certain 
outlays for local transportation costs and 
sales expenses. That way they get sup 
port for the validity of their deductions, 
and it costs you nothing

This is what the law says now: An 
outside salesman no longer has to prove 
that he is an independent contractor 
Even if he is an employee, he is con 
sidered a contractor for tax purposes 
That means all expenses connected with 
his job are deducted from gross income 
to find adjusted gross income. In other 
words, he can use the standard deduc- 
tion and still deduct for all travel 
expenses away from home, plus enter 


tainment costs, secretarial help, tele 


phone, telegraph, and the like 








On local transportation costs, an em 
ployee can now deduct what he spends 
from gross income to find his adjusted 
gross income. This means he can writ 
off cab fares and tips, bus fares, subway 
tares, and automobile costs. Of course, 
these deductions are limited to the costs 
that are necessary in his job. Commuta 
c10n costs are not deductible 
Expanded, Too. In ad 
dition to the employee benefits that Con

gress packed into the new tax law, the 
Administration this year has put through 
an expanded Social Security Act. Bene 
fits have been increased and coverage 
broadened. Don't overlook their valu 
to employee morale.

Atter the younger child reaches 18, 
there is a cut-off in benefits to the wid 
ow. However, when she reaches 65, she 
again gets Social Security benefits.

Retired Couple Can Do Well 


Even a retired childless couple—or a 
couple with no child under 18—can do 
better than you might think. Under the 
new law, a retired man and his wife 
(over 65) might collect a total of $3 
112—based on an average life expect 
ancy at that age level. The breakdown 
During the husband's life, he gets $19, 
532, his wife $9,766. After his death, 
his widow would collect $7,814 befor 
she dies 

The annual Social Security payment 
received by this man and his wife thus 
comes down to $1,953. On its face, that 
doesn't look like much. But don't forget 
that the capital required to produce that 
amount cach year at 4 per cent would 
be $ i8,825 

There are many more aspects of the 
new Internal Revenue Code that can 
benefit both employers and employees in 
the printing industry. Make sure you 
take advantage of all of them. And, if 
ou are an employer, make sure your 
workers are aware of the advantages 
available to them under the revised law 

Its important to remember, however 
that a competent tax adviser is the best 
source of he lj in getting the most out of 
the new tax law.

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Warn of Serious Labor Shortage Just Ahead 


* The imminence of a serious shortage 
of skilled journeymen in the unionized 
portion of the sprawling, nationwide 
commercial printing and lithographing 
industry was revealed in a report issued 
November 14 by the Union Employers 
Section of Printing Industry of America. 

The report, the end result of a compre 
hensive and enlightened study of the in 
dustry’s present and future manpower 
status, discloses that 23 per cent of the 
union production workers in the industry 
are 5S years of age or over; that 30 per 
cent of the unionized journeymen would 
depart from the industry in the next tea 
years because of death, retitement or other 
reasons; that the industry should be train 
ing at least one apprentice for every five 
journeymen employed, in order to replace 
these departing journeymen; but that the 
industry at the present time is training 
about only half of this minimum require- 
ment. The report concludes that the in- 
dustry must therefore double its present 
training efforts if it is to maintain the 
level of its present work force. 


Survey Began During 1953 


The manpower study was begun last 
year by the Manpower and Recruitment 
Committee of the Union Employers Sec- 
tion. The study was prompted by the al- 
ready tightening manpower pinch. And 
there were many signs that the pinch 
woud tighten further. For example, statis- 
tics from the industry's two largest unions 
showed that the average ages of their 
members were alarmingly high. Thus the 
average ages of journeymen members of 
the International Printing Pressmen and 
Assistants’ Union of North America and 
the International Typographical Union 
were put at 52 and 48, respectively. More- 
over, local surveys made in connection 
with negotiations over employee benefit 
plans lent support to the prospects of a 
bleak manpower future. 

The concern over the industry’s man- 
power future was not management's 
alone. When informed of the employer 


association’s purpose behind collecting, 


and analyzing the industry’s manpower 
statistics, Thomas A. Dunwody, interna 
tional president of the Printing Press 
men’s Union, expressed his approval of 
the undertaking in these words: 

“The International Printing Pressmen 
and Assistants’ Union wholeheartedly en- 
dorses this survey as it applies to the com 
mercial printing industry pressrooms 
under its jurisdiction in various ‘parts of 
the country. The Union is in accord with 
the effort of the Union Employers Section 
to anticipate future manpower conditions 
Through such codperative endeavors, la- 
bor and management can contribute to 
the continued growth and prosperity of 


an industry which is devoted to the con 
tinued expansion of the graphic arts and 
preservation of freedom of expression and 
freedom of the press 

Other printing industry unions were 
also informed of the study and its wisdom 


was not questioned 


Study Was Backed by Labor 


Armed with the knowledge that it had 
the backing of labor, UES geared itself to 
a tremendous statistical and analytical 
job. The industry's bargaining is primar 
ily along craft lines and on a local basis. 
This meant that a study to be of use in 
collective bargaining negotiations’ had to 
be on craft lines and had to be on an area 
to-area basis. The manpower age statistics 
were collected and collated by the Union 
Employers Section from all parts of the 
country 

These statistics were then turned over 
for analysis to the Wyatt Company, a na 
tionally renowned actuarial firm with of 
fices in Washington, Chicago, New York, 
Detroit and Cleveland. The Wyatt Com 
pany made actuarial projections for the 
next 40 years for eight journeymen craft 
classifications for 51 local areas, as well as 
for the nation, making a total of 416 
projections for the 40-year period. 

The national projections will be dis 
tributed throughout the industry, and 
cach of the 51 participating areas will 
receive the projections applicable to its 
own area manpower. According to the 
UES Manpower and Recruitment Com 
mittee, it is hoped “that management will 
utilize the information made available 
and will work toward obtaining the co 
Operation of local unions to make such 
adjustments as are necessary in contracts 
to provide for the indenturing of enough 
apprentices to assure a sound progressive 


industry 
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Indenturing of a sufficient number of 
apprentices is, of course, only one part of 
the task confronting the industry. On sev 
eral other fronts the industry's employer 
association is already moving forward 
For example, the Education Council of 
the Graphic Arts Industry, working clos 
ly with Printing Industry of America and 
its affiliated local groups, has already in 
troduced a number of recruitment aids 
Printing Industry of America, in cooper 
ation with the United States Employment 
Service, is also developing aptitude tests 
for the various industry crafts. And lastly, 
the Union Employers Section of PIA is 
urging management representatives hav 
ing contracts with printing industry 
unions to participate fully on joint ap- 
prentice committees in order to as 
sure the development of comprehensive 
training programs. The Union Employers 
Section of PIA feels that with its man 
power study and the strides being taken 
in the recruitment, selection and training 
fields, the commercial printing industry 
is making an intelligent approach to over 
come a potentially disruptive manpower 
shortage in unionized shops across the 


country 


Approach Appears Practical 

Certainly the approach of the Union 
Employers Section to the commercial 
printing industry’s manpower needs ap 
pears practical and far-sighted. In small 
unit industry, such as the commercial 
printing industry, where local areas do 
not have the professional staff time or the 
resources available for a complete analyti 
cal approach, the only alternative is to 
entrust in a national office the respons! 
bility for assembling and having man 
power information analyzed. While this 
is probably the only approach for a small 
unit industry, it may still represent a 
sound guide for any industry, whether 
mass production or otherwise. It should 
be borne in mind that the sole objective 
of the printing industry survey and a 
tuarial projections has been to ascertain 
what would have to be done to maintain 
the present work force at a constant level 
in future years; there has been no attempt 
made to take into consideration the pos 
sibility of the industry's expansion over 
future years despite the fact that there has 
been a steady growth year after year in 
the industry during the past half-century. 
It must be said, therefore, that the indus 
try's attitude has been reasonable and

Fountain Blade Scraper 
Invented by Ohio Pressman 


U. S. Patent No. 2,435,009 may prove 
to be a real boon to the harassed pressman 
who has to change his printing ink colors 
continuously. The device, known as a 

Scraper for Fountain Blades,” was de 
signed by George J]. Kief of Norwood, O., 
tO increase production, prevent contam! 
nation of light colors by dark colors, and 
to scrape hardened ink from the flat sur 
face of the blade or the round surface of 
the fountain ball 

The cleaning implement is made from 
a curved sheet of metal with the forward 
edge ending in a series of teeth. Thess 
teeth form the cutting or scraping points of 
the tool, somewhat like a carpenter's saw 
The teeth are beveled to conform approx 
imately to the angle created between the 
face of the roll and the edge of the plate in 
order to produce a clean scraping effect 

Since the tool is equipped with two 
finger grips, all the pressman need do is 
place the tool around the fountain ball 
with its serrated edge resting snugly 
against fountain blade edge, and run the 
tool across the face of the ball several 
times. All dried ink should be quickly dis- 
lodged. There is no need for dismantling 
the entire fountain blade for washup (as 
described in THE INLAND PRINTER, Oc 
tober, 1954) in changing from one color 
to another. Cleaning time is kept to a 
minimum 

The tool may be used on a flat surface 
as well as a round one simply by holding 
the serrated or scraping edge flat against 
such a surface. This will eliminate the use 
of ink knives or brass rules, and especially 
the least acceptable method of using steel 
wool 


The tool has not been designed to clean 
adjusting screws under the fountain blade 
or abutment pieces above the screws. The 
scraper does not reach under the blade. It 
simply touches the edge of the fountain 
blade with its beveled teeth. The tool 1s 
adjustable up to Y-inch, and it will fit 
nearly every standard printing press foun 
tain roll 

In changing ink from one color to an 
other, the inventor recommends that the 
pressman first clean the fountain with the 
regular washup solvent and then apply 
the tool 


Heights of Duplicate Plates 


Q.—A question was raised recently in 
our plant that we were unable to answer 
to our satisfaction. Electrotypers furnish 
plates at a standard thickness of .152 inch, 
while the thickness of patent base and 
blocking wood is 1 inch. Since this 
totals .911 inch, an underlay or interlay 
is required to bring the total thickness to 
918. Why are the plates not made to a 
thickness of .159, obviating such undet 
laying? Does the interlay serve any other 
purpose 

In making plastic plates, we have felt 
that we could satisfactorily make the 
plates to a full .159 for running on pat 
ent base and thereby gain a little more 
strength and rigidity. Is there any reason 
why this would not be practical? 


A.—Many duplicate platemaking firms 
use this formula: Solids and reverse plates, 
920; regular halftones and line cuts, 
918; vignettes, .916, when plates are to 
be blocked. In cases of unmounted plates, 
allowance is made to give the same re 
sults. However, most firms realize that 
extenuating circumstances in the press 
room prevent complete rigidity of such a

Plastic Roller Patented 


A plastic ink roller whose inventor be 
lieves it marks a revolutionary advance in 
the art of letterpress printing has been 
patented by Reinhold G. Kupfer, 401 
Bedford Ave., Brooklyn, N. ¥ 

Mr. Kupfer uses a pure vinyl plastic 
which he says is superior to rubber and 
the gelatin-glycerine compositions com 
monly employed. Plastics cannot be 
bonded directly to the metal core of the 
roller, bue Mr. Kupfer has solved the 
problem by wrapping the core with a 
layer of steel wool and then applying th 
soft, elastic material.

It would be unfair to say that thes 
assurances misrepresent the accuracy of 
which the lithographic process is capable, 
but the ability to fulfill the customer's 
expectations de po nds almost entire ly uj 
on the ability of the pressmen to maintain 
the proper balance between ink and water 
on their press S This ability varics gerceat 
ly from pressman to pressman, and it is 
not entirely a matter of experience. There 
are pressmen with years of experience be 
hind them who fight the water vs. ink 
battle throughout every job, and there are 
some relatively inexperienced men who 
are able to produce excellent, uniform re 
sults. However, there are some jobs and 
some colors which can give even the best 
pressmen considerable trouble, and I am 
sure that these men would welcome some 
means other than “feel” and judgment 
for even the simplest jobs

As a 
result, most of the work with the instru 
ment to date has been based on the ob 


servation Of trial-and-error experiments 


However, trom the work done thus far, 


the instrument appears to | y prom 
ising a means of controlling the ink 
watcr 

One of the features of the original 
Inkometer, now described by LTF as the 
Bench Inkometer, which has been severe 


ly criticized from time to time, was the 
tact that there was no means of measuring 


ink when it was mixed with water. Ther¢ 
have been numerous attempts to intro 
luce water into the ink during the testing 
procedure, and some researchers have 
even claimed that by so doing they have 
been able to determine the suitability of 
inks for lithographic printing. However, 
none otf these means has ever been genet 
ally accepted. Although the instrument 
has been used by ink makers as a means 
of measuring and controlling the tack of 
an ink, it gave little or no information 
concerning the behavior of a lithographic 
ink on the press 

Like the Bench Inkometer, the Lit 
Press Inkometer is designed to measure 
the torque or force necessary to split the 
ink film between two rollers traveling at 
press speeds. Several methods of measur

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ing the force were tried, and the one that 
gave the best results employed an electri- 
cal strain gauge. The use of this gauge 
permits continuous reading of the ink’s 
apparent tack while the press is in opera- 
tion. The schematic diagram on the page 
opposite shows how the instrument works 
The Foundation has made some inter 
esting observations concerning the pres- 
ence of water on form rollers, and these 
observations correlate with the readings 
yn the Press Inkometer. However, at this 
point, differences in ink, paper, and press 
conditions make it impossible to say what 
readings which should be considered cor 
rect. At present, it is necessary to select a 
range of readings for each job through 
trial and error, and then control the water 
within the range that gives best results 
One of the effects of too much water 
is described in this article as “piling.’ 
The term is used to describe a condition 
of poor ink transfer when the “ink tends 
to ‘cake’ or pile on the rollers.” It may be 
that this condition is known in some 
circles as “piling,” but this writer has 
more frequently heard it referred to in 
other terms: some pressmen will say that 
the ink won't come down, it’s water-log- 
ged, or it stays up in the rolls. (I have 
always been under the impression that 
“piling” referred to pigment particles re 
maining on the blanket after the vehicle 
portion of the ink has been transferred 
This condition has generally been caused 
by incomplete dispersion of the pigment, 
the use of pigments which are preferen 
tially wet by water, or varnish which was 
too thin to carry the pigment. ) 
Although it is too early to predict defi- 
nitely the value of the Press Inkometer, 
work thus far seems to indicate that it 
may be the most valuable control device 
yet to be introduced to the lithographic 
industry 
Another item mentioned in this latest 
LTF release concerns new solutions which 
may be used in place of Cronak or Brunak 
for “post-treatment” of plates. The new 
treatments might be considered to be the 
third in a serics of developments away 
from the first two in methods of treating 
plates prior to etching and gumming to 
eliminate the possibility of hardened 
light-sensitive coating remaining on the 
plate and causing it to pick up ink.

Paper Makes Trouble 

Q.—Paper is my big problem. I just 
lon't believe that other lithographers can 
have the problems that I have and still 


tay in business. On most of my work | 
lo not have too much of a register prol 

lem, but I have plenty of others. The 
paper curls, it will not feed, it wrinkles 
it picks, and in general it causes mor 


lown time than running time. Is there 
any solution to this problem? 


A Of course, | do not know what 
w what grade of stock you buy, but I 


must agree that paper troubles are like the 
OOT always with us However, the con 
sensus seems to be that during the past 
few years paper troubles have becom«e 
much less frequent and less severe. It may 
be that at least some of these troubles are 
jue to lack ot expericnce on the part ot 
the one operating your press In addition 
to the improvements which have been 
made in paper, press feeders on newer 
types of presses will handle easily stock 
which only a few years ago would not 
feed at all. Just as packing under the blan 
ket may at times be cut out to eliminate 
wrinkles, there are all kinds of measures 
which can be taken, in addition to the 
regular feeder adjustments, to mak« 
curled stock feed. Experienced pressmen 
are not easily bluffed by curled stock 

As far as picking is concerned, most of 
the stocks which are specifically made for 
running on an offset press give litele 
trouble. Once in a while, a bad lot of stock 
will get out into the trade, but this is the 
exception rather than the rule. Most pick 
ing troubles should be curable when the 
ink has been properly adjusted 


Composition Litho Rollers 


Q.—What is meant by “composition 
rollers” in lithography? Do these resem 
le letterpress composition rollers? 


\ Composition rollers for litho 
graphic presses are made of entirely dif 
ferent materials than those which go by 
the same name in the letterpress process 
Letterpress composition rollers are made 
of glue and glycerine. Since both of these 
materials will dissolve in water, it is ob 
vious that such rollers would be of no use 
on a lithographic press. The composition 
rollers used in lithography are generally 
made of a mixture of linseed oil and sul 
fur chloride and are sometimes referred 
to as “vulcanized oil rollers.” They differ 
from rubber rollers in a number of ways 
in their action on a press. One of the chief 
reasons for their use is their ability to pick 
ecks from the plate and transfer 
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them to the distribution system and 
thence to the top of the roller system 
They are less resilient than rubber and 
require more careful attention. They will 
easily develop “flats” if left in contact 
with drums or plates for a short time, and 
they are more susceptible to damage from 
strong solvents. For these reasons, many 
pressmen only use them sparingly. On a 
press which has four form rollers per 
init, the first and the last rollers are often 
made of vulcanized oil. Many pressmen 
will only use one oil roller, and it seems 
to be a matter of opinion in which posi 
tion it should be placed. Recently there 


has been considerable interest in the use 
of leather rollers for removing spots, and 
at the same time it appears that some 
newer rubber compositions are working 
very satisfactorily for this purpose. 


Spot Varnishing Techniques 

Q.—Can spot varnishing be done suc 
cessfully on an offset press? I have heard 
that only a fair job can be done, and that 
some shops make dry offset plates when 
varnish is required 


A.—It is not as easy to run spot varnish 
from a lithographic plate as from a letter- 
press plate, but it can be done. However, 
whether cither wet or dry offset is used, a 
thinner film of varnish is generally ap- 
plied. With some types of stock, this 
thinner film will develop more gloss than 
a regular letterpress sheet varnished on 
that type of press

In our opinion, based on what 
we've seen over the years, England is 
much ahead of the United States in 
craft education. The title pages of 
your folders seem a bit too staid. 
We'd like to see them appear as im- 
portant as they really are. Maybe our 
tendency would be to overdo the dis- 
play, but your tendency is toward 
understatement. Stronger display, as 
demonstrated by some of the ex 
amples of printed forms you show, 
would be both justified and proper. 
Indeed, these display forms compare 
favorably with the work of good

Carolina.—The glamorous front of your 
pamphlet, “This is Your Customer,” with 
subordinate display, “A New Slant—an 
Old Approach,” is bound to get a reading 
Inside, four short articles appear: “How 
the Retailer Uses Direct Mail,” “How to 
Use Store Flyers, The Advantages of 
Direct Mail,” and “Steps to Consider in 
Direct Mail.” Titles suggest “must” read 
ing by every recipient, and all to your 
advantage in the end. Exceptionally tine 
presswork should, we think, be noted by 
all who receive the pamphlet, even though 
they're not judges of good printing. W« 
can offer no constructive suggestions for 
improvement, and we write these lines 
merely in the hope they'll stimulate other 
readers to step out and do some adver 
tising of the same sort. The accompanying 
blotter, starting off with “When you want 
your printing to do the most,” is of ex 
cellent, striking, modern layout and ty 
pography. We admonish you, however, 
against such small type as the group of 
text over a color as strong as your brown 
We also prefer our headings bigger. In 
fact, the excellent design idea could be 
wholly retained with both the head and 
body type a size larger. The effect would 
be further improved if the brown were 
of a lighter tone. Your mailing makes an 
impression otherwise; it demonstrates 
that you believe in your Own medicine, 
advertising. If printers don’t, who will? 


Too Bad—Best Is “Buried” 

PRESS OF H. N. CORNAY, New Or 
leans, Louisiana.—-Inadvertently, the re 
quested review of your folder has been 
delayed. We compliment you on the 
striking layout of the first and second (in 
side) spreads, the heads of which compel 
more attention and interest than most 
such things we've seen. We can’t say so 
much for the 3! by 514-inch front 
where the addressing is done. Copy for 
this reads, “An invitation to advertising 
buyers and advertising managers.” Esp« 
cially with the typography so weak, and 
wide letterspacing weakening two lines 
still more, we can't imagine anyone being 
thrilled on receiving the folder. We fear, 
in fact, that some didn’t turn inside, and 
this would be too bad, because the first 
spread of 814 by 11 inches packs a power 
ful wallop in both copy and its impres 
sive, modern presentation.

Display a Little Confusing 

LEEDS COLLEGE OF TECHNOLOGY of 
Leeds, England.—The several items pro- 
moting your printing courses are well 
turned out.

For 
little if any extra cost, Most printing may 
be given a big lift through the use of a 
suitable color rather than the often-used 
black.

The 
three jines quoted are in the compara 
tively large, decorative type mentioned 
before. Between these, however, you've set 
lines of secondary importance in sans serif 
caps. Following down the page we read, 
Printing Department of Printing - 
Cours¢ and Photography 1954-55.” 
(Our dashes denote line breaks.) While 
the three lines of the title, being much 
larger than the other two, stand out well 
enough, it can be said that the whole is 
confusing if read consecutively. Contin- 
uity of both title and secondary group is 
broken. It would seem that handling “De 
partment of Printing and Photography” 
as a secondary group following the title 
the conventional handling would be 
preferable. Anything tending to confuse 
should be avoided. Presswork is good. 


‘Sense of Direction’ Lacking

If we wished to be meticu- 
lous we'd say that the angle of this row 
of dots should conform to the slant of 
the Brush characters. The difference is 
negligible, but the thought is worth con- 
sideration. Aside from the name, the copy 
is arranged in five lines in the form of a 
pyramid, the sides of which do conform 
with the angle of the band of dots. The 
effect would be very bad if they did not. 
Now comes the rub. The pyramid form is 
proper in the stone ones in Egypt because 
they're resting on the ground. In printing, 


support is not at the bottom, but at or 
near the top. So, in printing, the pyramid 
form is unpleasing. Furthermore, starting 
a group with a short line and ending it 
with a long one is confusing. Balance in 
typographical design, to repeat, centers 
on a point at or near the top, where the 
longest of any series of lines should be

you know that you're one of our favorite 
printers. You can do the glamorous with 
out having the “color,” however achieved, 
subordinate the message. You can do the 
conventional and give it special character 
and “zing,” too, using Caslon Old Style 
which seems to be enjoying another ren- 
aissance, especially in advertising display. 
An example of this is the leaflet, “You 
Can Make Such Beautiful Music,” for 
Publicity Associates, which we're going 
to reproduce soon. To our readers, this 
notice: watch for it. We're fascinated, too, 
by the catalog for a breeder of blooded 
horses. In reviewing another livestock 
sale catalog recently, we stated it seemed 
impossible to make an animal's pedigree, 
with its myriad brackets, look like any 
thing. You come along and prove us in 
error, bracketing only the last three gen- 
erations nicely and going back from there 
with highlights of previous ones in neat 
composition, all set off with a wide band 
of color at the outer margin and a nar 
rower one at the bottom. A picture of the 
animal featured on each page appears in 
an open circle of each outer band, with 
pertinent sales talk below. After receiving 
this catalog, we had your announcement 
that it had sold something like $200,000 
dollars worth of horses. Because breeders 
of livestock aren't presumed to be con 
noisseurs of printing, nothing, it seems to 
us, could more effectively demonstrate 
that fine printing pays dividends. Your 
use now and then of lines and words in 
calligraphic style highlights the items 
you submit, and colors of both inks and 
papers, being uncommon as a rule, con 
tribute mightily to many items. A page

MACHINE PROBLEMS 


By Leroy Brewington

Oil on Rubber Rolls 


Q.—The keyboard cam rubber roll 
shafts on an old Model 14 show consider 
able oil on the ends of the rubber rolls 
although the machine is not over-oiled 
Why does the oil crawl up on the ends of 
the rubber rolls 


A It is quit possible the oil collars 
are missing from the shaft. Many operat 
ors do not replace the oil collars after 
changing rubber rolls, apparently think 
ing they are just so much surplus junk 
When the oil collars are not properly re 
placed, oil will travel to the ends of the 
rubber rolls, even when shaft bearings 
are properly oiled 

The old-style oil collar (H-1439) is 
properly replaced when its taper is toward 
the inside of the shaft. This leaves a low 
place for oil to settle. The collar does not 
function at all when the taper is toward 
the outside 

The later-style oil collar (H-2467 ) 1s 
knurled and there is a parallel groove in 
the center of the knurl around its surface 
This is to trap the excess oil. This new 
collar fastens in position on the roll shaft 
by means of an eccentric surface on the 
shaft. 

On the latest mode ls, no oil iS supposed 
to be used in the shaft bearings becaus« 
they are graphite impregnated. However, 
some machinists sink an oil hole in shaft 
and oil the bearings lightly at regular in 
tervals. In these instances, the bearings 
were reported as squeaking due to friction 
and dryness 

Always replace oil collars. If the shafts 
have none, order them. They will pay 
dividends 


First Elevator Adjustment 

Q.—W hat is the proper adjustment for 
the first elevator downstroke or what we 
sometimes refer to as the banking screw 
adjustment? 


A.—When the first elevator banks upon 
the vise cap, the tops of the lower back 
matrix lugs should be about .010-inch 
lower than the underside of the aligning 
rail in the mold groove. When the mold 
has advanced and the elevator rises before 
the cast, it forces the lower back matrix 
lugs upward against the underside of the 
aligning groove in the mold to align the 
letter characters of the matrices. The back 
screw in the top of the slide on which the 
first elevator banks should be set so there 
will be about .010-inch between the screw 
and the vise cap when the elevator has 
been forced up for alignment 

To make this adjustment correctly, send 
in a 30-em line containing all new mat 


rices, assembled without spacebands, or a 
matrix line containing three or tour new 
and unused pi matrices at either end. This 
adjustment can only be made effectively 
when the mold disk locking studs and the 
two vise frame stud blocks are unworn 

If the studs and blocks are worn, the 
mold will be lifted up during justification 
of the matrix line when the justification 
block strikes the spacebands. Due allow 
ance must be made if it becomes necessary 
to make the adjustment under these con 
ditions; otherwise the advancing mold 
will shear the tops of the lower matrix 
lugs and destroy their letter alignment 
lo determine whether the mold disk lock 
ing studs and the stud blocks are worn to 
the extent that there is an upward move 
ment of the mold disk during justification 
of the matrix line, pry up gently against 
the teeth of the mold disk while the disk 
is in forward position 

It is very seldom necessary to read 
just the first elevator banking screw, and 
the adjustment should be thoroughly un 
derstood before attempting it 


Keep Mold Cell Clean 


Q.—I am enclosing some Linotype 
slugs which show damage trom being 
struck in the right corner by the ejector 
blade. This seems to happen only at high 
speeds—it doesn't occur at slow or medi 
um speeds. Can you tell me what is caus 
ing this? 


A It is evident from an examination 
of the slugs that they are sticking in the 
right end of the mold cell. You will ex 
perience no trouble of this nature if you 
give the molds the care and attention the 
should have. The mold cell must be kept 
clean, and its .003-inch taper must be 
preserved 

Molds that become “leaded ul 
cause stuck slugs when they become ovet 


always 


heated. Too hot metal, continuous casting, 
excessive speed, or inefficient mold cool 
ing will cause overheating. When a leaded 
mold becomes hot enough, the stuck slugs 
actually become soldered to the cap or 
body of the mold. 

If you do not have better results after 
cleaning the molds and making sure that 
both liners have a taper of .003-inch, | 
suggest that you have the molds examined 
They may need overhauling 

In addition, your slugs show that the 
metal pot should be raised slightly. ‘The 
jets should just clear the smooth side of 
the slug. The left knife also should be set 
closer to the smooth side of the slug. The 
fins on the sides of your slugs indicate that 
you are running with spacebands below 
size. Low bands will cause fouling

NSC Printing Group Urges 
Standard Press Controls 


Press maintenance, press controls, new 


safety devices for guillotine cutters and 
how to build safety into a new or remod- 
éled plant were the topics discussed at the 
printing and publishing sessions of the 
$2nd annual National Safety Congress in 
Chicago Oct 18-22 

Maintenance and operating tips for 
printing presses were given by Carl O 
Siebke, chief engineer, Miller Printing 
Machinery Co., Pittsburgh. (See THE 
INLAND PRINTER for November, pages 
10 and 41.) 

Three men who played a part in de 
veloping the American Standards Safety 
Code tor Controls and Signalling Devices 
for Graphic Arts Presses participated in 
a symposium which included a review of 
the need for standardization and the de- 
tails of standardized controls for publica 
tion and commercial presses 

G. W. Heumann, consulting engineer, 
industry control department, General 
Electric Co., Schenectady, N. Y., reported 
that a need for standardization has existed 
in the industry, and is based on records 
of injuries attributable to lack of stand- 
ardization. Mr. Heumann pointed out 
that uniformity has been realized by de 
veloping standards for button designa- 
tions, shape of stations, arrangement of 
buttons and color marking of buttons 

M. L. Priban, chief engineer of the 
Cline Electric Manufacturing Co., Chica 
go, presented an explanation of the stand- 
ardized controls for publication presses. 
Old and new controls were displayed 

Mr. Priban said that after studying 
various control systems, the committee 
arrived at a satisfactory push button ar- 
rangement. The committee agreed to 
standardize upon a green signal light of 
not less than five candlepower for each 
unit and folder of the press; the green 
signals will light when one of the safe 
push buttons is pressed. The committee 
also specified in the safety code that each 
publication press should be provided with 
a system of audible and/or visual signals. 

W. H. Rouse, assistant engineering su- 
pervisor for Cutler-Hammer, Inc., Mil- 
waukee, covered standardized controls for 
commercial presses. He pointed out that 
representative accident cases presented to 
the committee showed more accidents 
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were on commercial equipment. Approx 


third of the reported accidents

applying overprint varnish, since gloss 
ink will not yellow with age, as does over- 
print varnish.” 

Mr. Sooy listed letterpress disadvan- 
tages as the problem of offset on the back 
of the printed sheet; the necessity of using 
non-offset sprays that leave a rough finish 
on the carton’s printed surface; long peri- 
ods of time required for thorough ink 
drying; the necessity for leaving plate 
hook room on some types of forms; and 
the desirability of using 100- to 110-line 
screen, occasionally 120-line, for making 
engravings. “For reproducing certain sub- 
jects with 150-line or finer screen,” he 
said, “it may be necessary to use offset or 
gravure.” 

Beaven W. Mills, Gravure Cartons Di- 
vision, Robert Gair Co., summarized as 
follows his appraisal of gravure as a qual- 
ity method for printing folding cartons: 

“Gravure permits any volume of color 
anywhere the designer specifies. Fine lines 
and tints can be developed over large 
areas without mottling. This can be done 
on any type of board. Other advantages 
include easier quality control and make- 
ready; more uniform color; completely 
dry sheets for cutting or completely dry 
blanks; and high production rates. Sheet- 
fed equipment can print on foil, plastics 
or laminated papers, and can use metallic 
inks without any drying or lack-of-luster 
difficulties. 

“Disadvantages include the size of run 
needed to absorb engraving costs. In- 
creased flexibility is possible with sheet- 
fed equipment. Shorter runs are possible 
than with web-fed roto units. Every plant 
should have both. Short runs are more 
economical on sheet-fed presses. Gravure 
engravings are of high initial cost and 
costly to alter. The gravure press is some- 
what limited for combination runs, but 
because of the extremely long life of the 
engravings, they'll still be there three 
years or five million impressions later. 
Gravure work should have an overprint 
varnish. This is not a disadvantage, be- 
cause it gives greater rub resistance than 
letterpress or litho.” 

Film printing by gravure was discussed 
by Arthur Snapper, executive vice-presi- 
dent, Milprint, Inc. “Rotograyure advan- 
tages,” he said, “are reproduction of fine 
lines and delicate designs, heavy lay of 
ink, and beautiful reproduction of pic- 
torial effect. Limiting factors are initial 
costs of artwork and cylinders, slightly 
higher printing cost, expense of making 
design changes, and the fact that quan- 
tities must be substantial. In many cases 
this cost is more than justified by the stim- 
ulating effect the package will have on 
sales of the product.” 

Lithography for carton and label print- 
ing was reviewed by William B. Banks, 
assistant to the executive vice-president, 
Lord Baltimore Press. W. W. Fitzhugh, 
Jr., W. W. Fitzhugh, Inc., dealt with label 
printing, and metal decorating was the 
topic assigned to W. K. Neuman, Con- 
tinental Can’s metal division general sales 
manager.

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Division, American Viscose Corp., ex- 
plained the use of the Sylvania Web Con- 
ditioner for restoring moisture to printed 
cellophane. Application of heat to accel 
erate flexographic ink drying removes 
moisture from the film. This causes 
brittleness, weakens the packaging mate- 
rial and reduces its salable weight. The 
Sylvania unit was designed to prevent or 
restore these moisture losses. 

Institute committee reports on flexo- 
graphy came from Robert Zuckerman, 
Kidder Press Co., Inc.; Douglas E. Turtle, 
Interchemical Corp., A. R. Bradie, Moss- 
type Corp., and Norman Cooper, Bensing 
Bros. & Deeney. 

Control of ink viscosity at the press, 
for assuring uniform color, has been a 
problem of the flexographic process. Don- 
ald W. Brookfield, Brookfield Engineer- 
ing Laboratories, described equipment 
recently developed to assure uniformity 
through a single run and from run to run. 
Robert C. Sturken, Frank W. Egan & Co., 
detailed the treatment of polyethylene 
film for printability. 

Fundamental properties affecting pack- 
age printing were reviewed at a seminar 
chaired by L. R. Ayers, Robert Gair Co., 
who heads the Institute’s Printed Pack- 
aging Materials Division. F. L. Wurz- 
burg, Jr., Interchemical Corp., presented 
a preliminary report on a survey designed 
to show what the folding carton industry 
is doing about color standardization and 
control. J. J. Schwenkler, Container Corp 
of America, discussed the printability of 
packaging materials in terms of the need 
for color realism. The use of gloss in rela- 
tion to other properties of lacquer coat- 
ings was explained by Paul H. Yoder, 
Pyroxylin Products, Inc. There was a 
panel discussion of color control, print- 
ability and gloss problems. 

Of special interest to printers, regard 
less of process, was a pick test study report 
by Dr. William C. Walker, National 
Printing Ink Research Institute. “The 
picking problem,” he said, “has plagued 
printers for many years, and has become 





of increasing importance at the high speed 
demanded by modern production. First 
step toward solving the problem must be 
the development of an adequate pick test 
Wax tests have been shown to be inade 
quate for coated stocks. For this reason a 
number of picking instruments designed 
to simulate press action have become 
available. There is need for basic informa- 
tion to enable printers, papermakers and 
inkmakers to choose and handle these in 
struments intelligently.” 

Undertaken by the Printing Ink and 
Packaging Institutes and other organiza- 
tions, the study started with a review of 
the variables which affect printing, such 
as ink tack, ink film thickness, printing 
speed, temperature, humidity, pressure, 
nature of the print and the ink distribu- 
tion system. 

“*ncluded in the work,” the speaker 
explained, “were five of the available in 
struments and some tests with the proof 
press. The instruments were compared in 
the testing of a series of papers and 
boards. In a number of cases very different 
results were obtained 

“There is need for a meaningful com- 
parison of the testers with press perform- 
ance. It is very dificult to make this 
comparison meaningful, because presses 
differ so markedly and conditions are so 
difficult to control on most presses. At the 
present time there is no cleancut evidence 
that one instrument is more reliable than 
the others. There is a great deal of evi 
dence that pick test results must be ex- 
amined very closely before they are relied 
upon. There is need for considerably 
more work in this field, particularly since 
important improvements are being made 
on all these instruments.” 


Publish Engraving Specifications 
For Printing Folding Cartons 

The Folding Paper Box Association of 
America and the American Photoengra 
vers Association have announced the re- 
lease of “Specifications for Artwork and 
Photoengravings Used in Letterpress 
Printing of Folding Cartons,” prepared 
by a joint committee representing the 
two associations. 

Although some companies have 
worked out specifications for carton print- 
ing that met their own purposes, there 
has been no general agreement among 
commercial artists and engravers on what 
was needed to improve the quality of 
carton production. The specifications just 
announced are not new but are a com 
pilation of successful practices that have 
been used for years.

its distribution. 

Essential from start to finish, Mr. Mess- 
ner stressed, is collaboration of user, crea- 
tor and producer. “Try to schedule all 
operations, allowing sufficient time for 
each,” he advised. “Otherwise you will 
sacrifice quality and face the disppoint- 
ment of not having your material on time. 
Schedule operations to meet end-use ob- 
jectives. Allow for contingencies. There 
are so many variables in producing 
printed promotion that it is dangerous to 
shorten production time, especially when 
it isn’t necessary.”

Book Makers Set Project 
To Build More Business 


Book Manutacturers’ Institute, at its 
22nd annual convention at Hershey, Pa., 
in October, approved a project for build 
ing more business in the book manufac 
turing and publishing fields.

Railway Express Reduces Rates 
For Printed Matter Shipments 


Reduced Railway Express Agency rates 
for shipping many types of printed and 
advertising matter became effective No 
vember 27. Based on new pound rates 
covering nine express scale or distance 
groups, the third class rate reductions 
ranged as high as 40 per cent, depending 
on weight and distance, according to 
traffic vice-president K. N. Merritt. The 
old rate was 11/ cents per ounce regard 
less of distance. Under both the old and 
new rates, minimum charges are $1.80, 
with charges not to exceed first class ex 
press rates 

The principal articles to which the new 
rates apply include advertising matter, 
almanacs, blanks, calendars, greeting and 
other cards, catalogs, circulars, labels, 
pamphlets, sheet music, tags, magazine 
covers, and magazines and other publica 
tions not registered as second class mail

Santa Claus is not an advertiser's dream. He was dreamed 
p by the Dutch and, along with gin, imported by that isle 
of sceptered kings, England. Various appearances have been 
given him, but the popular American Santa, ruddy and jovial 
is from the pen of a Morristown, New Jersey, cartoonist 
lfommy Nast, who drew his inspiration from ‘The Visit of 

Nicholas 

Thus poem was by Dr. Clement Moore who forgot to 
list Rudolph among Santa's reindeer, a sort of confusion to 
contemporary sprats subjected to the poem Moore never 
made a cent on the thing 

Ihe first liverary use of Santa Claus in America came in 
1850 when Susan Warner wrote in ‘Wide, Wide World 
that she ‘used to think that Santa Claus came down the 
chimney. (Susan does not indicate what changed her mind. ) 

It was about this me, 1844 as a matter of fact, that the 
first Christmas card was sent—by a W.C. Dobson, a Brit 
isher. But Sir Henry Cole, also of England, was the one who 
commercialized the Christmas card, so qualifying himself 
as the patron saint of Hallmark. Saint Nicholas, d. 326 A.D., 
was the patron saint of school boys. There was no money in 
it for him either, but he got canonized. Moore was buried 
a paupel 

England 1s responsible for many Christmas customs be 
sides cards. Mistletoe was hung to symbolize the healing 
power of the Lord. Wine was poured on the yule log in the 
name of the Trinity 

The important American contribution to the holiday 
hoopla 1s the Christmas flower, the poinsettia. More accu 
rately, Mexico contributed it, for it was from that country 
Dr. J. R. Poinsett imported it. Its not clear how the flower 
got associated with Christmas; it is clear that florists must 
get their cut of the pudding. Dr. Poinsett was from Charles 
ton, South Carolina 

Christmas pudding is very British. Charles Dickens pub 
licized it, and since the time of Bob Hatchett or Crachett or 
whatever his name was, 68 recipes for its compounding 
have been set down. The recipes agree on the last line 
Sprinkle with brandy and ignite.” It makes a nice fire, but 
Americans feel there are better places to light fires primed 
with such material 

Wealthy Philadelphia families started the custom of put 
ting candles on trees shortly before the Revolutionary War

a hell of a lot of fires 

No one can say who gets credit for the Christmas tree. 
It may be Martin Luther who certainly should get credit for 
the carol, ‘Away in the Manger, forty-seven versions of 
which are known to exist, the original having been com- 
posed by Luther as a cradle song for his son. Merchants this 
year are getting an average of $2.50 for Christmas trees, 
and that zs creditable 

When all is said and done about Christmas, the fact re- 
mains that the two commonest American expressions con 
cerning the season are, in the order of popularity, ‘Christmas 
is for the children, (Rarer: ‘Christmas is for the birds’) and 
I am always glad when Christmas is over.’ This last, of 
course, is a desirable happenstance since it allows one to 
start the New Year glad in heart. We hope you do 


*& If you are already wondering what's going to happen in 
1955 and can’t wait for our annual January feature, “What's 
Ahead for 1955?” then you might like to know that Dun and 
Bradstreet have discovered in a survey that businessmen 
expect a definite upturn for the first quarter of 1955. Some 
1,300 business executives were asked whether their sales, 
profits, inventories, prices and number of employees are 
expected to be higher, lower or the same compared with 
the first quarter of 1954 

Fifty-six per cent of the executives look forward to higher 
sales and 43 per cent expect larger net profits after taxes 
Lower sales are anticipated by 13 per cent and smaller net 
profits are expected by 12 per cent. No change in the direc- 
tion of sales is expected by 31 per cent, and 45 per cent think 
the level of their earnings will be about the same 

Slightly more executives are projecting increases than de 
creases in the forthcoming levels of their inventories. About 
4 per cent expect higher first-quarter inventories and 23 
per cent anticipate decreases, while 53 per cent believe there 
will be no change 

Majority expectations as to selling prices in the first quar 
ter of 1955 are heavily of the view that prices will show no 
change, with 12 per cent expecting that prices will be higher, 
’6 per cent that they will be the same, and 12 per cent an 
tic ipating lower pric es 

While 79 per cent of the businessmen interviewed expect 
to operate with the same number of employees, the 14 per 
cent who believe they will be adding employees outnumber 


by two to one those expecting to reduce employment levels.
